Reserve Banks will Boost 
American Securities. 


Large Cash Balance Still 
Owed to Europeans, 


Federal System to Start 
Operations Monday. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The 
s0COPe of operations of the twelve 
Federal reserve banks to be opened 
for business next Monday was de- 
fined for the first few months of their 
existence, in a circular issued today 
by the Federal Reserve Board. For 
the present the banks will not exer- 
cise all the functions given them by 
Congress. The board, concurring 
with the directors and governors of 
the twelve banks in recent confer- 
ences here, indorsed this plan of 
operations: 

Acceptance of deposits of reserves 
from member banks. 

Discount of bills of exchange and 
commercial paper. 

Acceptance of deposits of checks 
drawn by member banks on any re- 
serve bank or member bank in a re- 
serve or central reserve city within 
their Federal reserve districts. 

Other powers may be called into 
Play as the establishment of safe and 
efficient organizations permits. 

SCOPE OF CIRCULAR. 


In its circular the board gave the 
long-expected definition of commer- 
cial paper, which is to be the life 

od of the new system, the basis 
for the new Federal reserve currency 
and the means by which the nation’s 
circulating medium is expected to 
meet the expansions and contractions 
of trade And industry. 

The rate of rediscount was not 
announced. This step probably will 
not be taken until Monday. The rate 
will mot be uniform in all the banks. 
The definition of commercial paper 
broad and relies, to a large degree, 
upon the language of the currency 
act. The board declined at present 
to discuss the question of double and 
single name commercial paper. It 
did make it exceedingly clear, how- 
ever, that it had a preference for the 
two-name sort, and left no room for 
the authorities of the banks to doubt 
that it expected careful inquiry into 
one-name paper presented to them 
for rediscount. 

The cirevilar disclosed the condi- 
tions that, have arisen here and 
throughout the world through the 
war, and gave some insight into the 
economic changes which might 
expected as a result. 

“It should be borne in mind that,” 
it said, “although our exports are 
showing a gratifying increase, there 
is still a large cash balance due to 
European countries for which gold 
may be demanded and that a large 
quantity of American securities held 
abroad may be returned to the United 
States; while on the other hand more 
than $300,000,000 of emergeney cur- 
rency must be gradually retired. No 
one can estimate the duratién of the 
war or predict what will be the finan- 
cial or commercial conditions when 
peace shall be restored. Our own in- 
dustrial development has been greatly 
facilitated by foreign capital, and we 
have been accustomed to borrow large 
sums annually in Burope and to sell 
American securities there, which at- 
tracted foreigners because of their 
higher rate of return compared with 
European investments. It is probable 
that at the end of the war interest 
rates in Europe will be higher than 
they have been in the past, and great- 
er investment returns will be yielded. 
The tremendous destruction of prop- 
erty and waste of capital will not only 
check ¢he flow of European savings 


foreign depositors to return the securi- 
ties they now hold. Lowep money 
rates in this country would # likely 
to accentuate this tendency ‘While, on 
the other hand, higher interest rates 
and large investment returns on our 
side would check it. 

“The function of the Federal re- 
serve banks is, therefore, of a two- 
fold character. They should extend 
credit facilities particularly where the 
abnormal conditions now prevailing 
have created emergencies demanding 
prompt accommodations, and on the 
other hand, they must protect the 
gold holdings of this country, in order 
that such. holdings may remain ade- 
quate to meet demands that may be 
made upon them. While credit facili- 
ties should be liberally extended: in 
some parts of the country, it would 
appear advisable to proceed with cau- 
tion in districts not in need of imme- 
diate relief, and to await the effect 
of the release of reserves and of the 
changes which the credit mechanism 
of the country is about to experience 
before ng @ definite discount

COMMERCIAL PAPER. 

In defining commercial paper the 
board announced certain basic prin- 
ciples. In brief they are: 

That no bill shall be admitted to 
rediscount by a reserve bank the pro- 
ceeds of which have been or are to 
be placed to a permanent investment. 
Maturities of discounted bills the 
board holds should be well distributed 
Sq that a reserve bank should be in a 
position to liquidate one-third of all its 
investments within thirty days. Bills 
presented for rediscount should be 
“essentially self-liquidating,”’ which, 
the board explained, means that they 
should represent some distinct step in 
the productive or distributive process 
and be of such character that it is 
reasonably sure that they can be col- 
lected at maturity. 

In addition to these principles the 
board requires that such paper be in- 
dorsed by the member bank offering 
it for rediscount; that the indorser 
bank waive demand notice and pro- 
test; that such paper be issued or 
drawn for agricultural, industrial or 
commercial purposes or the proceeds 
of which have been so used; that if 
in the form of acceptances they must 
be based on transactions involving the 
importation or exportation of goods, 
and have a maturity of not longer 
than three months. Acceptance must 
be indorsed by a member bank and 
the total amount offered by any mem- 
ber bank shall not exceed one-half its

ment of any person, corporation or 
firm tediscounted for any one bank 
shall not at any time exceed 10 per 
cent. of the unimpaired capital and 
surpid@, this not to apply to bills of 
exchange drawn against actually ex- 
isting values. 

Paper drawn for trade in stocks 
and securities will not be acceptable, 
nor will such paper drawn for “merely 
investments,” and the board interprets 
this phraseology of the law to ex- 
clude paper, the proceeds of which 
may be used in investments in land, 
plant machinery, permanent improve- 
ments or transactions of similar na- 
ture. The purchase of commodities 
for merely speculative purposes would 
constitute a “mere investment” in the 
eyes of the board and be excluded. 


RESERVE BANK LIMIT. 


The board also announced that for 
the present it has fixed the limit which 
a reserve bank may rediscount paper 
“for agricultural purposes or 
on live stock” having not more than 
six months maturity, at 25 per cent. 
of the capital of the bank. This limit 
may be increased in agricultural dis- 
tricts in time of need. 

In its discussion of two and one- 
name paper, the board announced 
that it is hoped to establish a central 
credit bureau for the benefit of all 
reserve banks in which the financial 
record of the big borrowing corpora- 
tions, firms and individuals will be 
ke 


pt. 

Until January 15, next, a written 
statement of an officer of a bank ap- 
plying for the rediscount of any bill 
that is to be used for purposes desig- 
nated will be sufficient. 

After that date, however, no -paper 
will be rediscounted unless it bears 
on its face evidence that it is eligible 
under the board's regulations, and 
that the seller has given a statement 
to the member bank. This statement 
is to be signed under oath, and will 
show the character of business, the 
balance sheet, the profit and loss ac- 
count; permanent and fixed invest- 
ments, slow and quick assets; capital, 
long-term and short-term loana. 

It will show also the maximum ag- 
gregate up to which the borrowing 
concern expects to sell short paper, 
and, the board sdys, that the giver 
of the statement should obligate it- 
self to obtain the member banks’ con- 
sent before exceeding the agreed limit. 
The signature of a member bank on 
such paper will be considered bind- 
ing, and a guarantee that the borrow- 
er’s statement has been examined and 
that the paper complies with the law. 

This information, in the hands of 
reserve banks, wil] be open to inspec- 


ition to examiners, and copies shall 


be furnished on request to the reserve 


board.

RESPOND TO WILSON’S APPEAL 
ALTHOUGH INVOLVED IN 
EUROPEAN WAR. | 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRK)] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Prayers 
for peace were offered in Japan in 
response to President Wilsons’ peace 
Sunday proclamation last month, 
though Japan is oné of the belligerent 
powers in the great war. Word of this 
Shicame to the American Red Cross 
headquarters here today in a letter 
from M. 8S. Togo, secretary of the Jap- 
anese Red Cross. 

“I wrote an article endorsing his 
proclamation,” wrote Mr. Togo, “and 
*|had it printed in our papers prior to 
that day (October 4) asking the gen- 
eral public to unite with the Ameri- 
cans and repair to places of worship 
and at the same time persuaded mis- 
sionaries and churches to follow the 
example. I am giad to tell you that 
many churches responded to my mo- 
tiom on that 4th of October.” 
A letter from Baron T. Ozawa, vice- 
president, told in detail. of the Jap- 
anese Red Cross work. Detachments 
of surgeons and nurses have been sent 
to Russia, France and England, and 
quantities of hospital supplies to Bel- 
gium and Servia. Two hospital ships 
have been caring for German and 
Japanese wounded around Kiao-Chow.

LONDON, Nov. 11.—Londoners to- 
day thronged the route of the royal 
procession to Westminster Palace, 
where King George opened Parlia- 
ment, and a wave of patriotic cheer- 
ing followed the King and -Queen 
ya the start to the finish of their 

ve, 

Viscount Bryce, in seconding the ad- 
dress in the House of Lords, referred 
appreciatively to the attitude of pub- 
lic opinion in the United States, 
which, he declared, was a country 
able to judge wisely the questions at 
issue. It was upon moral grounds that 
its support was given, and this was 
therefore more highly prized. 

The war, said Viscount Bryce, had 

a struggle of ideals—the ideal 
of a military state resolved to domi- 
nate all the neighboring countries, 
and the ideal of peaceful communi- 
ties dwelling in tranquillity under the 
protection of treaties. In the conflict 
ef principles there could be no end 
until one or the other triumphed. 

There could be no talk of peace 
at present. A peace patched up now 
would be merely a hollow truce, dur- 
ing which the contending nations 
would begin to prepare for a renewal 
of the struggle. 

The Earl of Crawford, Unionist, 
urged more strenuous methods to get 
rid of German spies. He asserted that 
in the vicinity of the great naval base 
of Rosyth they had a well-organized 
system, by means of which they sig- 
naled ships at night. There had also 
been discovered, he said, an admi- 
ribly-equipped private post system be- 
tween Fife and ports of Germany. 

KING’S SPEECH. 

In the speech from the throne King 
George said: 

“My lords and gentlemen: The 
energies and sympathies of my sub- 
jects in every part of the empire are 
concentrated. on the p n “ a 
victorious issue of the waf in wh 
we are . I have summoned 
you now to order that, sharing, as I! 
am aware you do, my conviction that 
this is a duty of paramount and su- 
preme importance, you should take 

needed for its 


“Bince I last addressed you the area 
of the war has been enlarged by par- 
ticipation in the struggle of the Otto- 
man Empire. In conjunction with 
my allies, in spite of repeated and 
continuous provocations, I strove to 
preserve in regard to Turkey a friend- 
ly neutrality. Bad councils and alien 
influence have driven her into a pol- 
icy of wanton and defiant agtression, 
and a state of war now exists between 
us. My Mussulman subjects know well 
that our rupture with Turkey has 
been forced upon me aga'hst my will, 
and I recognize with appreciation and 
gratitude the proofs which they have 
hastened to give of their loyal devo- 
tion and support. My navy and army 
continued throughout the area of con- 
filct to maintain in full measure their 
glorious traditions. We watch and 
follow their steadfastness and valor 
with thankfulness and pride, and 
there is throughout my empire a fixed 
determination to secure, at whatever 
sacrifice, the triumph of our arms 
and vindication of our cause. 

“You will be asked to make due 
financial provision for the effective 
conduct of the war, and the only 
measures which will be submitted to 
you at this stage of the session are 
such as seem n to my advisers 
for the attainment of the great pur- 
pose upon which the efforts of the 
empire are set. I confidently commend 
them to your patriotism and loyalty 
and I pray that the Almighty wil) 
give His blessing to your counsels.” .
